have had an increase in business, and 
the farm ers have made more ou their 
produce because of the ease in which 
they get their etuff to market.

above all. the farm s south of town. 
whose owners bad to depend upon the 
old road. have Increased in value 25 
per cent. This Is not an estim ate, but 
founded upon the transfers actually 
made since the new road was built.

Plans F o r Construction of an Inexpert- 
sive Necessity. 
W atering troughs, like many other 
concrete

and even then are more apt lo crack. 
The size and capacity of the trough 
varies with the purpose for which It 
is used, but for troughs up to about 
ten feet long by two feet wide by two 
feet deep the thickness of the Te­ 
en to n e d walls should be about five 
inches. 
It is essential th at a watering trough 
be w ater tight. 
Tile conditions fur ob­ 
taining a trough which will not leak 
are: First, a richer m ixture of con­ 
crete than is required for ordinary 
work: second, enough water in mix­ 
ing to give a sloppy concrete, and.

SUCCESS WITH 
THE HORSE 


An expert on the subject of breed 
ing horses gives the following infor­ 
mation, which those interested in the 
subject will find valuable: No line of 
breeding requires more thought and 
study than horse breeding 
This is 
why so many fail in producing the 
highest types. 
One of the essentials 
is knowing the type of sire to breed 
the mare to. 
Many farm ers will breed 
a light mare to a heavy horse or the 
very opposite, and the result is noth­ 
ing tangible‘in the way of improve 
ment 
Every 
farm er 
should 
knew 
what kind of an animal he has and be 
able to select a sire to breed her to 
that will give an improved offspring. 
With a proper selection made here the 
rem ainder will be easy. 
It is well to note at the outset that 
no horse is absolutely perfect 
Every 
animal has some defect, be it large or 
small 
The defects in the mare should 
therefore be carefully noted and the 
sire 
selected 
should 
be 
especially 
strong in the weak points the m a r e 
may have. 
It should be hardly neces­ 
sary to mention that it is never a 
good plan to cross breeds 
To make a 
success of the business 
the 
horst* 
breeder must select one breed 
a n d 
stick to it. 
Some have had fair success in cross­ 
ing the Clydesdale and the Shire 
But 
these are much alike in type and con 
formation, and it 
is difficult some­ 
times to tell the d iffe re n t between a 
good Clydesdale and a good Shire. 
Outside of these, crossbreeding is not 
advisable, and the best horsemen be­ 
lieve that it is la tte r not to cross 
these two breeds, but to stick to one 
or the other 
This is certainly the 
only thing to do if one wishes to pro­ 
duce pure breds eligible for registra­ 
tion. 
Many of our fanners have re­ 
sorted to all kinds of crossbreeding in 
the past—a kind of experiment it has 
been—trying one breed one season and 
changing to some other breed the next 
Nothing is to be* gained and a great 
deal Is lost by such a practice 
If a 
farm er has a Clydesdale mare or one 
In which Clydesdale blo*Kl predomi­ 
nates he should breed her to a Clydes­ 
dale stallion, and so on through th** 
list. 
Id selecting a draft sire the head is 
worth looking at. 
A good, broad fore 
head, a bright, intelligent eye and a 
well set ear indicate that the animal 
possesses some brains and can 
be 
taught something. 
The horse is an 
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AN HOKIEST EQUINE COUNTENANCE. 


intelligent animal, and those of the 
right type can be taught a great dea< 
in proper hands 
A 
horse should have spnngy pas­ 
tern# of medium length, and be should 
have a good, hard. flinty foot made of 
good material 
I don’t advocate a big 
foot. I think a medium sized foot will 
wear a little better and is not quite so 
apt to get down at the heel or get flat 
footed. 
I want a horse with a neat, 
smooth hook bone that will cover well 
with muscle and flesh 
We want the 
quarters fairly long, good pin bones 
and well covered with flesh, well laid 
down in the thighs and well muscled 
down the 
inside of the leg and 
as 
broad as you can possibly get them 
on the outside, strong in the stifle aDd 
with a good, broad, clean hock. 
Standing by the side of a horse, you 
w a n t to select an animal with a nice 
Iy set leg and with the hock broad, 
clean and 
hard. 
Looking at it from 
the front, 
you want a bock that 
is 
broad aud 
clean. That Is the kind of 
hook that will wear and stand a1! 
kinds of heavy work, no m atter wheth 
er you h a le to back with heavy loads 
or draw forward. 
The hind leg and 
shank should be practically the same 
as in front except that you would re 
quire to have three-quarters of an inch 
more bone in the hind shank than in 
front. 
Another important thing to know is 
that you have a horse that is a good 
walker, a horse that will pick up his 
legs fair and square and set them down 
fair and square, moving every joint, 
not one that will move his limbs with 
no knee or hock action. 
If these dc 
fee ta are In the sire they are very like 
Iy to be in the foal. Many of you have 
noticed horses which when they are 
walking away from you will throw 
their feet out sidewise and others 
when they are being ted toward you 
will step over 
This is something we 
do not want. I prefer a horse that will 
pick his feet up straight and set them 
down straight. I would select a horse 
every time that stepped over if I had 
to have one or the other, because he 
will climb a hill better with a hear;* 
load than a horse that keeps his legs 
too far away from him.

New York, Dec. 9.—T hat the railway 
situation is much more serious than 
was fancied, and that trainm en iii tae 
district east of Chicago contem plate 
m aking dem ands about the first of the 
year for increases of wages ranging 
j from IU to IPU per cent became known 
here. 
In some instances, it serins, 
western roads are now paying IOO per 
cent more than eastern roads. 
Jam es Murdock, fifth vice president 
of the Brotherhood of Trainm an, said 
that, while there had been a great 
deal of m isrepresentation among per­ 
sons not authorized to speak for the 
railway employes concerning an in 
crease of wages for certain of the men 
on eastern roads, the facts were these: 
“No dem ands whatsoever have yet 
been presented to any of the m anagers 
of the eastern roads, and none will 
probably he m ade until th e first of the 
year, and cannot be presented even 
then unless in the m eantim e the em ­ 
ployes vote to ratify the proposition 
draw n up by the general comm ittee of 
the local unions of the trainm en and 
of the O rder of Railway Conductors. A 
vote is now being taken on it and is 
expected to be completed by Dec. 15. 


May Ask IOO Per Cent Increase.

Cholera affects the bowels most, and 
swine plague most affects the lung* 
Cholera in swine is very sim ilar to 
typhoid fever Iu man. Dr. W. B. Niles 
of Iowa says: “To prevent hog cholera 
or swine plague so manage your hog* 
S* lo prevent their coming in contact 
with other hog*. 
Keep them from all 
w aler save from deep wells, protect 
them from visits of strangers aud 
dogs. aud before introducing a new 
bog into the herd keep him quaran­ 
tined for thirty days some distance 
from the herd 
lf the disease makes 
its appearance in the herd burn every 
dead hog ut once and remove the 
healthy one* to fresh grass pasture 
C»e disinfectant* freeiy 
W hitewash 
pens, terne* and trough* with hot 
lime wash. 
Mix two ounces of car­ 
bolic acid in each bucket of wash or 
wash the (roots and clothing of at­ 
tendant with hot w ater uud plenty 
of soap.” 


USEFULNESS OF GOATS. 


W hat Can Be Accomplished by Raising 
the Angora and Common Breeds. 
The question of the value of Angora 
goat* is at present being discussed by 
farm ers and expert breeders through­ 
out the country. The brush eating In 
stinct of the Angora bs being demon­ 
strated on the La aeon national forest 
in California 
This ex|»eriment may 
prove valuable to the government, but 
not to the fanner. 
A* Angora goats 
are no better for sprouting land than 
other goals and are more expensive, it 
might be fully as profitable in this in­ 
stance to purchase common goats, 
which c;m at time* lie obtained for al­ 
most a m n g 
After the common goats have don 
their work they can be put on the m ar­ 
ked again and will bring the money 
paid for them. 
In certain section* of Tie United 
States the raising of Angora* has 
never been very profitable, outside of 
their brush eating proclivities, while. 
on the other hand, the raising of th* 
"billy” has proved to be a paying in­ 
vestment for any farm er.

Dumber of Angoras be turned them 
upon it and perhaps saved his entire 
stock and rid his field of the tick pest 
for ail time.

lie a hard fight against this p r o p o s e d 
amendment to the constitution of the 
national .grange, 
with the outcome 
very much in doubt. 
The election of 
officers for the next two year* occurs 
this year. and there is a sentiment 
growing somewhat in strength that 
the west should again have some of 
the chief honor*, if not the chief oue 
However, it may be said that the east 
has never had the office of m aster of 
the national grange but ouce before 
the present Incumbent was elected in 
1905. 
This is the-list to date: William 
Saunders. W ashington, D C.. elected 
1867; J. T. .Jones. Arkansas, elected 
1875; S. E. Adams. Minnesota, elected 
1877; J J W*H>dinau. Michigan, elect 
ed 1879; Put Darden.

July. 1888. to succeed M r Darden. 
whose death occurred July 17. 1888; J

able report on this subject wa* sub­ 
mitted by Hon. F. K. Derthk-k of Ohio, 
chairm an of the standing committee 
00 taxation, at the H artford meeting 
of the national grange Lu 1907.

was his view that the tax laws as 
now adm inistered bear unjustly ou the 
farm er as wed as on ail taxpayer* 
where tangible property exceeds their 
intangible. 
The report was opposed

Hon. 
Aaron Jones of 
indiana. 
whose 
resolution 
on 
taxation 
wa* 
adopted instead of the report of the 
committee aud was to the effect that 
“Iu the m ailer of local 
and stat > 
taxation ail taxable property shorn. 
be listed aud usfeeased at a just and 
fair valuation.ut the same rate to the 
eud that every dollar of tangible or 
Intangible, visible or Invisible prop­ 
erty should have its J net aud fair pro­ 
portion of local and suite taxation.’* 
The essential difference between tho 
two propositions was that Mr. Der­ 
r ic k did not favor a uniform rate 
Mr. Jones did. 
This question will no 
doubt be again thrashed over st the 
national grunge meeting this year. 
These are only outlines of some of 
the really im portant m atters that the 
grange will have before it for consid­ 
eration.
